In addition, the manipulative processes to be taught must be present in 
the construction; the style or design must be appropriate to these needs; and the cost of 
the materials must be within the student’s means. Therefore, the shop teacher re- 
quires a rich background of source material from which the student, with teacher 
guidance, may select his projects.

LOUIS MARTIN NOURSE 
By Dorothea F. Hyle 


Louis M. Nourse, Librarian of the Kansas 
City (Mo.) Public Library, came to Kansas 
City in February, 1939, from his position as 
the Librarian of the Adriance Memorial Li- 
brary in Poughkeepsie, New York. Although 
he has been in Kansas City less than four 
years, he has succeeded in making his place 
in the community, and is well liked and 
respected both by the public and his own 
staff. He is not only active in professional 
circles but takes a keen interest in his 
church, in work with the Y. M. C. A., and 
the World Peace Council of which he is the 
President in Kansas City. He has just com- 
pleted a most successful year as the Presi- 
dent of the Missouri Library Association. 

He was born in Buffalo, New York, April 
30, 1904, the son of Oliver W. and Elva 
(Martin) Nourse. His earliest American 
ancestor was Francis Nourse who emigrated 
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from England in the 17th century and 
settled at Salem, Mass. His father was a 
prominent lawyer in Buffalo prior to his 
death in 1908. 

Mr. Nourse says that he entered library 
work the way many men librarians do, via 
the student assistant door. After receiving 
his degree at the University of Rochester, 
he worked in the Kern County Free Library, 
Bakersfield, California. He attended the 
School of Librarianship, University of Cali- 
fornia, in 1928, and received his M.S. degree 
from School of Library Service, Columbia 
University, New York, 1931. He received 
a Carnegie fellowship in 1930. He progressed 
from assistant, branch librarian, and refer- 
ence librarian in the Kern County Free 
Library, Bakersfield, 1926-1930, to assistant 
to the chief librarian, Brooklyn (N. Y.) 
Public Library where he remained for six 
years. From Brooklyn, he went to Pough- 
keepsie as Librarian, and then to Kansas 
City. 

He was married June 20, 1932, to Mary 
O. Long, daughter of Dr. Samuel C. Long, 
physician, of Bakersfield. They have two 
children: Hugh Oliver and Elva Oneita. 
He has been a member of several committees 
of the American Library Association, and 
while Chairman of the Travel Committee, 
helped plan several post-conference trips. 
He has been a member of the Committee on 
Staff and Tenure, Finance, and Library 
Buildings Committees. 

He is a great believer in collective and co- 
operative effort as exemplified in the library 
profession. Mr. Nourse has certain definite 
principles relative to library work. He 
stresses the importance of rendering cheer- 
ful and friendly service to the public. He 
says, “I know of no other way to bring 
quicker results, and more good will for the 
library.”” He has urged his staff never to 
lose the viewpoint of the public. He asked 
his staff to “search within themselves for 
their greatest weaknesses, and then do 
something about it!’’ He believes heartily 
in encouraging a sense of responsibility and 
initiative on the part of all staff members, 
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Mr. Nourse has done much, also, to en- 
courage his staff to obtain professional 
qualifications in formulating a classification 
scheme for promotions. He has the policy 
of giving staff promotions whenever possible 
rather than the policy which some librarians 
adhere to, in bringing in outside talent for 
the higher paid positions on the staff. This 
policy has gone far to encourage the best 
work and a sense of fairness in the staff 
itself. He said to the staff at his first meet- 
ing with the Staff Association that: “We 
need a constant supply of new ideas and 
inspiration to run the library effectively.” 

His office door is always open to any 
member of the staff who may want to ap- 
proach him for advice or to offer suggestions. 
He has had a large vision for the work 
which the Kansas City Public Library may 
do in its future development. He has hoped 
to promote hospital service, extension service 
for adults, and a county-wide co-operative 
service, but, unfortunately for Kansas City 
and the library, he has resigned, effective 
December 5, to become the assistant Li- 
brarian in St. Louis. His resignation came 
as a great blow to his staff, but they are 
glad that his new appointment will not take 
him outside of the state, so that they may 
look forward to a continued professional 
and personal contact with him.

Correct English merged with Better English under 
the new title of Correct English combined with Better 
English Digest, with volume 42, number 11, Decem- 
ber, 1942, thus continuing the volume numbering of 
Correct English, the last number of which, issued by 
the former publisher, was volume 42, number 9-10. 

Cotton Ginners’ Journal has suspended publication. 

Daily Trade Bulletin has suspended. 

Decorative Furnisher has been suspended for the 
duration. 

Detroit Society for Genealogical Research Magazine 
will publish five issues per volume for the duration. 
Volume 5 was complete with September, 1942, the 
October number was omitted, and volume 6 started 
with November—December, 1942. 

Eastern Arts Association Bulletin has been dis- 
continued. 

Econometrica combined the July and October, 1942, 
numbers, but gave no extension. 

Eugenical News published volume 27, number 1, 
in March, 1942; volume 27, number 2, dated Sept- 
ember, 1942, was mailed December 4, 1942. Volume 
27, number 3-4 (a double number) expected in Jan- 
uary, 1943. 

Fashion Digest combined the Spring and Summer, 
1942, issues, also the Fall and Winter issues. This 
arrangement will be continued for the duration of 
the war. Subscriptions are to be extended. 

Film Information Service Bulletin has been sus- 
pended. 

Frontier Times suspended publication. 

Garden Digest has ceased. Subscriptions to be ful- 
filled by Flower Grower. 

Gazette des Beaux Arts is a continuation of the re- 


view edited in France, the last number of which was 
volume 21 (no. 907), May-June, 1939. Nothing 
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has been published since that time in France. The 
Gazette des Beaux Arts published in New York is carry- 
ing on from that point, the October, 1942, number 
being volume 22 (no. 908). Volume 22 will include 
the October, November and December, 1942, issues 
only. Volume 23 will.cover the six months January 
to June, 1943, and volume 24 the last six months, 
July to December, 1943. 

George Washington Law Review is now published 
i four numbers, December—February—March— 

une. 

Georgia Historical Quarterly, volume 26, number 
3-4, was issued as a double number, dated September- 
December, 1942. In place of the fourth issue (De- 
cember) a book published by the Society will be 
sent to all members of the Georgia Historical Society, 
subscribers and exchanges. 

Harper's Bazaar will publish twelve issues only 
for 1943. There will be no special March 15th issue. 

Harvard Guardian has suspended for the duration 
of the war. 

Implement and Machinery Review (London) has 
changed its name to Farm Implement and Machinery 
Review. 

India-Rubber Journal (London) instead of the two 
volumes formerly published per year, shows volume 
101 covering the period January to June, 1941, and 
volume 102 for July 1, 1941, to April 4, 1942, at which 
time its format was changed and the size reduced to 
one-half. 

Industrial Standardization omitted the August, 
1942, number and made the September issue number 
8 of volume 13, which will complete that volume in 
eleven numbers. 

Institute of Historical Research Bulletin (London) 
numbers 55 and 56 of volume 19 will appear in 1942, 
and numbers 57 and 58 in 1943, which will complete 
that volume. 

International Oil has suspended regular publication 
for the duration of the war. Some issues may be 
published. 

Jersey Bulletin for September 20, 1942, was num- 
ber 29. In error the October 5th issue was num- 
bered 30 instead of 31. Consequently to correct this 
error the October 20th issue was numbered 33. 

Journal of Aviation Medicine will be issued bi- 
monthly beginning February, 1943. The subscrip- 
tion price remains the same. 

Journal of Social Philosophy and Jurisprudence was 
suspended with volume 7. The publisher, Moses J. 
Aronson, has gone into the service. 

Journal of the Neurological Sciences will issue its 
first number directly following the end of the present 
war. 

Lincoln Kinsman has discontinued publication for 
the duration. 

Living Marxism has resumed publication under the 
name New Essays. 

Medical Library Association Bulletin beginning with 
January, 1943, will have its volume numbering coin- 
cide with the calendar year. Consequently volume 
30, 1942, will be made up of five numbers including 
the October issue which will be number 5, an irregular 
number. Volume 31 will cover 1943, and will start 
with January. 

Music Teachers Review has been suspended. 

Musical Courier completed volume 123 in eleven 
numbers. 

National Poultry Digest has suspended publication 
for the duration of the war. 


Magazine Notes 
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Notes and Queries (London) is now being published 
fortnightly. 

Occult Digest has been changed to World Philosophy. 

Ohio State Law Journal has suspended for the 
duration. 

Otolaryngology, Rhinology and Ophthalmology has 
suspended publication. 

Our Weekly News is now called The Weekly News. 

Philatelic Journal of Great Britain is now published 
quarterly. 

Philosophy (London) will publish three issues 
yearly, instead of four as hitherto, during the con- 
tinuance of the war. Future dates of issue will be 
April, July and November commencing with Novem- 
ber, 1942. Subscription price 14s per year, single 
copies 4s 6d. 

Physical Review during 1942 has been published 
monthly, each issue consisting of two numbers. No 
numbers were skipped, but two issues were pub- 
lished under one cover, volume 60, numbers 5-6. 

Railway Electrical Engineer ceased with December, 
1942, as a separate publication. Beginning with Jan- 
uary, 1943, issue The Railway Mechanical Engineer 
will contain information on handling and maintenance 
of railway electrical equipment. 

Reviews of Modern Physics published April and 
July, 1942 numbers in one cover. October, 1942, 
will probably be published in January, 1943. 

Rhode Island School of Design to issue for 1942 a 
catalogue of the Greek and Graeco-Roman Coin 
Collections. There will be no more Bulletins, but 
instead a monthly news sheet and an annual pub- 
lication. 

Scharzeneau has suspended publication. 

Science Education omitted the March and April, 
1942, numbers. Volume 26 (1942) will consist of 
five issues, January, February, October, November 
and December. This will probably be the number 
published per volume for the duration of the war. 

Scottish Geographical Magazine will publish volume 
58 (in six parts) covering the years 1942 and 1943.

NEW BOOKS BY LIBRARIANS 


CarpENTER, HELEN McCracken. Gateways to 
American History: an annotated graded list of books 
for slow learners in junior high school. This book, 
the result of intensive study by the author over a 
period of years, offers a guide to the teacher and the 
librarian in the pressing problem of reading materials 
for retarded readers. Two hundred books and more 
of historical fiction, biography, and other informa- 
tional literature are analyzed and recommended, all 
books which have been tried out successfully with 
slow learners in metropolitan, urban and_ rural 
schools. Although directed mainly toward the junior 
high school, the bibliography is intended also to 
assist the senior high school teacher of American 
history; as it lists largely fiction and biography, it 
should prove useful to English teachers and librarians; 
and for writers and publishers an indication at which 
points the need for material is greatest.

City Libraries: a survey of facilities for advanced 
study and research. This is a comprehensive survey 
of facilities in America’s largest research center, in 
nearly four hundred large and small libraries in 
New York’s five boroughs, whose special collections 
contain some 16,500,000 volumes of resource material. 
All types of libraries are included with the exception 
of private libraries, which though often having 
valuable collections, are seldom open to outside 
users. A chapter on Medical libraries is contributed 
by Thomas P. Fleming, and Alfred B. Lindsay and 
Fred B. Rothman the chapter on Law libraries. 
There is a directory of libraries surveyed or men- 
tioned; a one-hundred page bibliography; and a 
thirty-eight-page detailed subject-index leading to 
information on the most minute subject. This 
book will prove an invaluable guide for the average 
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reference department as well as to the occasional 
scholar who likes to find his own way; and an essen- 
tial tool for the use of all librarians in the New York 
area.

This selected 
bibliography raises the question as to how much one 
nation makes use of another’s experience. The 
influence of British reports concerning America in 
any way is significant, especially in the years 1895- 
1914, in that they reveal interest in, or possible 
influence of American life, sometimes viewed 
separately or sometimes in conjunction with similar 
reports on other countries. The opinions and in- 
formation contained therein become more significant 
if collected together.

O’Connor, SisteER Mary Caruarine. The Art 
of Dying Well: the Development of the 4rs Moriendi. 
The Ars Moriendi, a truly medieval book of codified 
manners (which incidentally is anything but doleful) 
is extant in two principal versions, in at least three 
hundred manuscripts in Latin and the Western 
vernaculars. Editions of it were printed from wood 
blocks and from movable type well over a hundred 
times before 1500, frequently during the first half 
of the sixteenth century, and even up to the first 
years of the seventeenth, and its influence extends 
even into the eighteenth century. The evolution of 
this book, and of the books written in the drs Moriendi 
tradition are the subjects of this study which is 
written in four parts: Literary history; Manu- 
scripts; Editions of the 4rs Moriendi; Books in the 
Ars Moriendi tradition. The author, having had 
access to many famous collections, has set forth in a 
masterly manner the results of her intensive research. 
It should prove of real aid to students of medieval 
culture, as well as to those interested in the history 
of devotional works.

I. INTRODUCTION 


This bibliography is an attempt to list nineteenth century novels and stories dealing with the Southern 
Appalachian Mountains, a region which is made up of parts of nine states: Alabama, Georgia, Kentucky, Mary- 
land, North Carolina, South Carolina, Tennessee, Virginia, and West Virginia. Some of the works listed 
barely touch the region (43, 44, 46, 48, 53, 57, 59, 67, 68, 76, 135, 142, 163, 167, 192, 196, 197, 215, 256, 
257, 258, 265, 271, 280, 287, 289, 290B, '290C, 293, 305) but most of them fit into the following pattern, 


Before 1875 writers of fiction hardly noticed the Southern mountaineer, most of the very early authors 
using him only asa minor character and describing him as an ordinary frontiersman (2, 5, 8, 10, 11, 22, 25, 
28, 30, 31, 32, 34, 35, 41, 42). Others gave him major roles but still did not consider him unusual (1, 4, 12, 
18, 23, 33, 36). However, a few authors led the way to the newer fiction to come after 1875 by treating him as a 
person apart, no longer a frontiersman but moulded by the mountains into a type not to be found elsewhere. 
Most of this group of authors used mountaineers as secondary characters (6, 7, 14, 15, 16, 17, 21, 24, 27, 39, 
40), but three humorists of the Old Southwest published stories which fully described the mountaineers and 
gave them the leading roles (19, 20, 26, 37, 38). 


The first real change in mountain fiction came in the mid-seventies, for the mountaineer received much 
more attention as the so-called “local-colorists” started to make use of the Southern Appalachians. During 
the next twenty-five years more than two hundred novels and stories were published which described the hill 
people as quaint and isolated, living peculiar lives in the shadow of awe-inspiring peaks. These authors, of 
course, used a wide variety of plots, but four motifs were often repeated: the Civil War, moonshining, feuds, 
and love between mountaineers and outsiders. 


Mountaineers involved in the Civil War was one of the most frequently repeated motifs. The surprising 
Unionism of the hill people of the Confederacy had been chiefly responsible for making the nation aware of them. 
Consequently writers of fiction portrayed this Unionism almost to the exclusion of mountain characters who 
favored Secession. Between 1875 and 1900 only one story fully described a family of Confederates (105). 
Most of the fiction showed mountaineers as Unionist guerrillas, volunteers for the Federal Army, mistreated 
Union sympathizers, or fugitives from conscription officers (7, 14, 15, 16, 17, 21, 24, 39, 40, 44. 80, 93, 99, 
102, 103, 115, 122, 139, 161, 168, 190, 198, 230, 252, 268, 292, 307A, 311A, 311D, 3111). 


Moonshining was another popular theme. The strangeness of the life, secrecy, fear, and the excitement 
when a still was raided made moonshining a good subject for authors of thrillers, while writers of sentimental 
and pathetic fiction found material in the life of the distiller’s family. (69, 71, 79, 89, 95C, 95D, 102, 112,

Feuds were the subject of several stories. Some of the family hatreds described were not violent (36B, 


63, 64, 132, 145, 184E), but most of them were long and bloody vendettas, disrupting entire communities 
(58, 96, 148, 207, 222, 240, 273H, 274, 282, 318). 


Mountaineers in love with people from the outside world were dealt with by almost one-fifth of the novels 
and stories published between 1875 and 1900. A few stories showed mountain men tragically in love with 
women from beyond the hills (116, 126, 248, 251, 253D, 270, 274, 310, 318). But usually the mountaineer 
was a girl, who almost always found that her love for a man of superior culture brought her only suffering.

A second change in Southern mountain fiction occurred about 1889. Before that time only a few stories 
had suggested that life in the hills was vicious (12, 82, 124). But in 1889 a new type of fiction stressing squalor 
began to appear, and during the eleven years before the close of the century more than one story in six 
emphasized ignorance, filth, starvation, and cruelty. (157, 158, 159, 164, 167, 169, 171, 172, 173, 186, 190,

"And by the end of the century a few mis- 
sionaries and reformers had used fiction to present their pleas for contributions to improve the lives of the
